Director Keith Higginson explained the 
proposed rules being prepared jo .manage 
Idaho’s surface and groundwater as a sin 
glc resource before a packed room at the 
Weston Plaza - but not everyone liked 
what they heard.' 

The “guts” of the new rules, Higginson 
explained, is a five-year phase-in period 
for pilmping restrictions on groundwater 
users.

American colleges and universities arc ap- 
proaching financial, intellectual and moral col- 
lapse — with profound consequences for stu- 
dents and the nation. 

So concludes Hillsdale College president 
George Roche in his new book, “The Fall of 
the Ivory Tower Government Funding, Cor- 
ruption. .and the' Bankrupting of American 
Higher Education” (Rcgnery Publishing), 

Roche refutes, the argument that more mon- 
ey means better education by noting that the 
budget for college-level education has in- 
creased from S7 billion in the early 1960s to its 
present SI 72 billion. 

'in spite of the massive infusion of money',” 
he writes, “tens of thousands of college seniors 
do not know when Columbus sailed to the new 
world, who wrote the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence or why the Civil War was fought. Busi- 
nesses rightly complain that they must rc-cdu- 
catc college graduates in such basic academic 
skills as grammar, spelling and practical 
math.” 

Rrichc says that while ‘60s-stylc radicalism 
lingers in many universities, that is not the cn- 
tirc reason for their deplorable condition. Gov- 
ernment subsidy and control, he says, have 
been more damaging than anyone realizes. 

Despite massive infusions of government 
money, including student financial assistance 
(which is in default, in growing numbers of 
cases), most colleges and universities ore tee- 
tering on the brink of collapse. Why? “They

Shooters who have. passed the winter 
• inside may find that their first shooting . 
o pportunity of the new year may ilt- 1 
elude a visit from the shooter’s nemesis, 



' The recoil, and. muzzle blast of most 
firearms can distract the shooter from 
proper shooting technique. _ 

Recoil can cause a anyone to develop 
a flinch and. with the flinch comes the 
predicted result, a poor shot. 

The best of cartridges can do their de- 
signed task only if they hit the target. 

A flinch is the jerking or cringing re- 
flex which occurs as a shooter antici- 
pates what unpleasant things arc going 
-to happen when-lhe trigger-is pulled.-— 
The body stiffens in preparation for_ 
the blow, the trigger pull becomes errat- 
ic, and most important, attention is di- 
verted from the target to the act of 
pulling the trigger. 

Recoil is the cause of most flinching. 

It is a practical application of Newton's 
third law of motion which states that for 
every action there is an equal and oppo- 
site reaction — recoil. 

in some guns this reaction is light and 
unnoticcablc, but as one moves up in 
both bullet weight and powder charge 
the .effects can be punishing, and down 


right painful. 

The handgun is my true love and 
many people arc amazed at how accu- 
rately the handgun can be fired. This is 
usually followed by a comment like, “I 
could not hit the broad side of a barn 
with a handgun," and in most cases they 
are not exaggerating and the culprit is 
the flinch. 

People seem to develop an violent 


. caliber-handgun, causing the- shooter to 
not only miss the barn but the whole 
farm. 

A severe flinch is usually obvious to 
the shooter, with some shooters even 
closing their eyes. 

One way to check for a flinch is to 


• Instruct your hclpcTTD hand you a 
cocked but empty gun at some tipic af- 
ter the first shot. 

When the firing pin falls on an empty 
— chambenheTjniyriiWctfrent wnn>elfial~ 
generated by your flinch if you Wave 
one. 

The resulls-can be quite dramatic. 

There arc many things which can be 
done to help cure a flinch. Physical so- 
lutions include a thicker recoil pad, 
magna-porting or muzzle brakes, and 
stock design. A review of proper shoot- 
ing techniques can reduce the effects of 
recoil. 

But 1 another choice is simply to select 
guns which do not intimidate you as a 
shooter. Enjoying shooting sports does 
not require acts of self-abuse. 

A hunter is no less of a hunter if he 
chooses to use a .30-06 for rather than 
face the bruising of the big magnums. 
Just as much enjoyment caq. be 
achieved from shooting a .38 special or 
even a .22 rimfire as a .44 magnum. 

Shooting is a sport to be enjoyed.

JEROME — The quiet fall air. was shat- ..

This event occurred in, the Blue Ridge 
Mountains of Virginia in 1962 and was- 
my first sighting of these crazy birds. 

It was during a scouting trip prior to if 
fall hunt and the ground under the tall 
hickory and oak trees was a foot deep in 
fallen leaves. 

The turkeys were scratching the leaves . 
— nsidc-to-find_ihc .succulent nuts that -had ; 


Wc followed this, flock at a distance all 
afternoon and finally watched them fly up 
to their roost trees that evening. 

As each one rose into the air wc could 
hear the three powerful wingbeats it .took 
to fly 50 feet up to their preferred limb. 

Since that time I have been privileged 
to observe and hunt turkeys in five states 
from the cast to the west coast. 

They can be the most difficult bird to 
approach with their eagle eye and sense of 
hearing but they also pull some crazy 
stunts. • 

For example l I watched a flock of 12 
•turkeys in California that included a grand 
old boss gobbler that was .vying for. the at- 
tention of hens with two su bordin ate 
males. 

I called the old daddy the ncxl day but 
after the shot, one of the subordinate gob- 
blers ran over to him and started to thrash 
him with its spurs. 

Evidently, the turkey thought he would 
take advantage of the boss while he 
down. 

While on a fall bear hunt in Idaho, my 
partner and 1 encountered a flock of 
turkeys that were particularly dumb. 1 Both 
of us were wearing orange hats and I 
guess the turkeys were curious.
